and lying promiſes , they doe ſhadow and obſcure both the excellency of 
the Pen, and the dignity ofthoſe that are indeed true Pyofellors thereof,

gang all the abuſes which they may be concei+ 
wed to offer ynto the Pew; tor thar were to loſe my (elfe in an cndleile dife 
courſe; [ will only point at a few which I hold to be the chiefcit, and doe 
belong principally ro matter of Teaching : And thoſe I findeto be foure. 
Firkt, you ſhall obſerue that theſe —3, nar (for they deſerueno berter 
cicle) are for the greateſt part of them of no ſtanding , nor cucr have had 
any ground inthe Art, onely hauc a certaine confuſed kind of writing, 
voide either of Life , Dexterity, or Art it ſelfez and yernotwithſtandivg 
they profelle , and intheir Bills ( clapr ypon every poſt) promiſe toper- 
forme as much as any whaſoeuer. For let any man obſecrue their Ly-bills, 
( for ſo I may yery well tearme amy and he ſhall ſee how liberall they 
arcincheir promiſes this way , profeſling to teach any one ( nor ftandin 
yponthe capacity of the oo Og 7 ont inamonth,an 
ſome of them doe ſay, inafortnight. Yet, if they did bur ſay ſoir were 
collerable, when as they themſelues , (I dare be þould to affirme it ) may 
goecſo long ro Schoole to learnealittles, and yet not atraine ro therrue 
couch thereof, being fitter for other Mechanicall occupations ( wherein 
ſomeofthem, ro my knowledge, hauec beene brought vp ) then for the 
Profeſſion ofthis ſo curious an Art. Whoſe Fritings (if they come tothe 
couchſtoneof Art, which cannoterre, and tothe judgement of Artiſts, 
who ſcldome arc deceiued ) will prouc lame and ſchoole-boy-like. And 
alchough in ſome of their doings , there may ſeerngin the eyes of thergno.

To be briefe, the Art of Writing is ſo excellenc , and; of ſuch necefary 
vſc,that none ought to be wichout ſome knowledge thercin, fincetheex- 
cellency of no Art without it can be made knowne:orimanifeſt, ' And if 
any Art be commendable in a woman', ( I ſpeake; not of their ordinary 
workes wrought withche needle, wherein they excell iris this of Writing; 
whereby they, commonly hauing not the beſt memories (eſpecially con- 
ccrning marrers of moment ) may commuir- many worthy: and excellent 
things to Wricing , which may occaſionally.miruſter ynto them matter of 
uk ſolace.

Hereby alſo, the ſecrers tharareand oughe tobe, betweene Maniand

taſticall and humorſome ) muſt betaughr that which rhey may'inſtancly 
Jearne? otherwiſe they are vncertaine of their proceedings, becauſe their 
minds are(ypon light occaljon ealily drawne fromtlic Fr reſolution. 
The fourth is [tal:an , a hand in nature not much different from Roman, 
bur in mannerand forme, of much incongruity thereunto. . This is a band 
which of late is growne very vſuall,and is much affe&ted by divers: for in- 
deed,it is a moſt excellent and curious hard, and to be wrirtehi with ſingu- 
lit command of hand; elſe it willappeare bur very raggedand vile _ if 
the Pen be raken off in coniun&tion of theletters,it is rteitherapproueable, 
nor Pen-man-like,burt meere borching,which1s dereftable.

There are rwo kinds hereof, the Sert and Faſt; the difference berweene 
them is not lictle,as they that arc Clerks well know. 

Thus much, or rather thus lictle , I chought good to deliuer , touching 
the Antiquity, Excellency,and Diner/ity of the Art of Writing. 

Now here ſhall follow certaine peeces and Examples of the ftxe ſeueral 
heads before mentioned ; wherein I haue endeauored to fit my felte with 
extraordinary matter for coppies; holding it an abſurd thing in a good 
Pen-man to make choice of ſuch fuſtian ſtuffe , as many doe, onely to ſer 
out their Coppies,and make thewriting to ſeeme gracctull to the cie. Alſo 
I haue laboured to be ſo perſpicuous in the nature of eucry hand , as that 
the meancſt may imitate me,and reape ſome bencfit by me.

5 Laſtly,ro vſe any ſtrange, borrowed,or inforc'd tricks and knots,in or 
abort writing , other then with the celerity of the hand areto be perfor- 
med, is rather to ſer an inglorious glotſe vpon a {imple peece of worke, 
then to give a comely luſtreto a perfett patcerne ; they being as vnnaturall 
to Writing as a ſurfer is toa temperate mans body,
